NEW SMYRNA.

NEW SMYRNA, Fie., March 2. 


Reminders of the Turnout! regime in 
New Smyrna still,exist in the Turn- 
bull canals, by which the lands west 
were drained for indigo culture, and 
in certain old wells and Indigo vats 


Just how cruel were the persecu- 


tions and hardships endured by the 
foreigners, many of them educated 
and 
cultured 
persons, 
it Is said, 


whom 
Dr. Turnbull 
brought over 


here, it is perhaps impossible to find 
out at this late date, although many 
rumors survive that are not calcu- 
lated to make one feel very kindly 
toward the old Scotchman. 


After the abandonment of Indigo 


culture this place was deserted tor 
almost a generation, but in 1803 
there came from Philadelphia 
an- 


other nould-be colonist in the person 
of George Murray, with his young 
wife. 
Danger of Indian massacre, 


however, drove them back at the end 
of two years 
In 1834 came Cruger 


and DePeyster, one a West Indian 
sugar planter and the other a New 
York merchant They carried on the 
culture of sugar cane extensively, 
and thriftily, though wantonly, con- 
verted the old mission into a sugar 
mill 
The next year George Mur- 


ray's daughter 
and her 
husband, 


John Sheldon, came, occupying the 
home of Cruger and DePeyster dur- 
ing their absence in the north This 
was on the shell mound, known as 
the site of Turnbull's castle. What 
was not known at that time, nor un- 
til after the Civil war, was that this 
was really the site of the old Span- 
Ish fort, the ruins of which have 
since been unearthed, and show the 
fort to have been similar in design to 
that at St. Augustine. 
The house 


where the Sheldons resided 
was 


burned by the Indians the night of 
Dec 24, 1838, the family being wan- 
ed Just In time to escape. * Every 
house in the town was burned and 
tor six yean the place was again de- 
serted, there being no settlement on 
the coast south of St. Augustine The 
Sheldons were among the few colon- 
ists who did return, In the early for- 
ties rebuilding their home on the 
shell mound, which stood until des- 
troyed by a Federal gunboat during 
the Civil war. Mrs Sheldon was a 
widow of only a few weeks at that 
time and had some thrilling exper- 
iences, displaying real heroism and 
character 
There should be a mark- 


er at this spot and another at Shry- 
ock's dock, where a number of Union 
soldiers were shot from ambush at 
some time during the Civil war 


So much tor the New Smyrna of a 


past era 
It is now a quiet village, 


with no suggestion of tragedy to mar 
its aspect. But it Is vastly more in- 
teresting because ot the many unus- 
ual circumstances of its history, and 
In walking its streets one can readily 
summon scene* both gay and fear- 
some tram the long ago

thrown open to the Semlnole Indians 
who have already inspected the land 
and signified their willingness to set- 
tle on it and cultivate it. A party 
of Seminoles accompanied by India* 
Commissioner L. R. Spencer went 
over the land last week and Mr. 
Spencer announces that just as MOB. 
as the details can be arranged five 
camps of Indians will settle on the 
new land 
It will probably be the 


first of July before the move can be 
made, says the Miami Metropolis. 


"Last week I met four SeminoloB 


at Stuart and we went out into the 
'Glades to inspect the land," said 
Mr Spencer 
"On the way we picked 


up other Indians at different camp*. 
The Seminoles have 55 pieces 
ot 


land of 40 acres each in the north- 
ern part of Palm Beach county, and 
it is the land that we looked at. 
with a view of having the Indians set- 
tle there, 
We are getting ready to 


open this land up 
As soon as we 


can get the lands slotted five camp* 
of Indians will settle and start tann- 
ing there." 


Indians Farm Alens. 


One ot the chief causes ot opening; 


up the Indian lands in Palm Beach, 
county is the increased settling of 
white 
farmers in the Okeechobee 


section 
The Indians who will settle 


on the new land are the Okeecobee 
Semlnoies. The Seminoles will not 
farm along with the whites 
Their 


_ Bre different, and whenever 


' white nople move Into any sec- 


tion, the Indians move out. 
They 


have had the Okeechobee country t*> 
themselves for a long time, but now 
that the whites are settling then tm 
numbers the Indians are anxious to 
move to the wild country where they 
can live by themselves 
The .gov- 


ernment has also given over 23.04S 
acres of land in Lee county to the 
Indians, but this land ha* never been, 
settled because the Big Cypress Sem- 
inoles have thousands of acres to 
themselves 


"As soon as the Tamlami Trail Is 


built this Lee county land wilt 
no 


doubt be opened for the Indians." 
said Mr Spencer 
"The Tamiamf 


Trail will bring lots of white farmers 
Into that section and as a conse- 
quence the Indian will want 
to 


move" 
' 


When the Seminoles. move on the 


new land In Palm Beach county the 
government will endeavor to have 
them change their system ot farm- 
ing, which is ,the same one the. 
tribes haye followed out tor many 


The five camps will be op- 


erated under government supervis- 
ion. 
As soon as these five have 


raised one crop other Indians wilt 
no doubt move in, but a number ot 
them are waiting to see what their 
tribesmen 
can 
do under the 
BOW 


condition*. A Mil baton congress at 
the present time carries an appro- 
priation tor the Indian work aad It 
will be necessary to wait tor the 
passage of this Mil so that fund* are 
available before the settlement work 
can be undertaken.

Hester of the Fallen soldiers—Liv- 


ing Pay Tribute to the * 


London. — Interesting details re- 


•siding the manner in which the 
graves of soldiers who have fallen on 
the field of battle are identified are 
given In the following article, trans- 
lated literally from the Paris Matin: 


"Leave for a minute those trenches 


and earthworks. Let your gate wan- 
der a little from tbe firing line. Look 
there in that orchard or there In that 
copse, or yet again on that crest 
See, one. two, three, twenty little 
mounds. On every mound a wooden 
cross and on every cross a little 
khaki or red cap. The orchard Is full 
of them; the copse Is studded wltb 
them; the brow ot the hill is fringed 
with them. 


"Now 
cast your glance 
toward 


those two soldiers sauntering along 
with then* pipes in their mouths or 
watch that cook hurrying along with 
the soup. 


"Suddenly they come before the 


little mounds and they stop abruptly. 
At once the smokers take their pipes 
from their mouths, and tbe cook lays 
the pot upon the ground, and at once, 
silently, solemnly, reverently each 
right hand goes up to touch each 
forehead In the military salute. 


"It's oniy for a moment; the tribute 


to tho great dead to paid, and then 
•they go on their way again. 


"Along the whole battle line from 


the wooded mountains of the Vosges 
down to the sand dunes of Belgium 
every single sector haa been placed 
under a separate officer, whose sole 
duty It Is to Identity and collect mat 
ter concerning every one of those lit- 
tle mounds. 


'Not a (Ingle piece of information 


is allowed to slip by uncatalogued; 
each cross has Its own humble chron- 
icle all written down and Indexed and 
catalogued. 


'Each tragedy once chronicled Is 


then copied In duplicate, one always 
accessible In case additional informa- 
tion should crop up and the other de- 
posited at the nearest general head- 
quarters. 


'Nothing U omitted which could 


possibly afford a clue to the dead 
hero's identity—name, surname, regi- 
ment and rank—and then each grave 
given a number corresponding to the 
document 


"Often the number is burned on 


with a red-hot bayonet for tear by any 
chance the rain or mud ahould oblit- 
erate the treasured mark. In a word 
every chance of error Is reduced to a 
minimum. 


"Suppose, then, after the war. a 


family, English cr French, or Belgian, 
wishes to trace the sacred soil where 
lie so many buried hopes. All they 
will have to do will be to address 
themselves to the civil authorities of 
the town where all the plans will be 
gathered together and they may ob- 
tain information as detailed and as 
complete as If they had themselves 
been present upon those terrible bat- 
tlefields and win be guided to the 
lonely grave, be It lost amid some 
forest or hidden amid the quarries or 
limply one of a forest of similar em- 
blems upon some open field. 


•It is holy ground, each little hum- 


do grave—ground which was not 
bought by gold or by work, but by the 
man's own blood that has mixed with 
the dear earth that gave him rest 
there Just where he fell. 


"Is It not all marvelous T 
When- 


rer. too, some poor corpse Is dis- 


covered daring the course ot the noc- 
.urnal patrol along the front of the 
trenches, outside the lines, there Is 
no rest or respite till It Is brought 
lack to safety and to love—often <M 
he cost of yet another new corpse in 
the rescue. 


"Could any parent do moref The 


son ot France 1s the French soldier's 
birthright, and they feel as If the 
toad could not sleep the great sleep 
If German feet moved above the heada 
of their comrades, and so the ehaplet 
ot miracles goes on, each corpse mak- 
ing another hero. 


"Weep not, you mothen, yon wives, 


yon daughters, though the days seem 
long and sad away from those spots 
of sacred soil whither your sorrows 
would bid you rush and mourn. 


"No, weep not, but rather rejoice 


la your glory, you mothen and wives, 
and when tbe day comes, as come It 
must, when you will clasp these 
crosses to your bosoms before you 
take the sacred soil away—they will 
seem light crosses Indeed, for In that 
day all your sufferings will have van- 
ished before the strength of your Joy 
—the Joy of a. victory that will give 
lasting peace to a whole world."

The census bureau estimates that 


on an average one in eight of all the 
babies born in the United StateS die 
before they are twelve months old. 
But this average does not tell the 
whole story, for more babies die in 
some districts than in others and 
such an average may mean that in 
some groups one in three of all the 
babies die and in others only one in 
twenty-nve. 


The children's bureau in the course 


of its intensive study of infant mor- 
tality in selected American commun- 
ities has found within one commun- 
ity an infant death rate varying in 
the different wards from one baby in 
twenty to one in four., 
t In the light of such facts Baby 
week may well assume a new impor- 
tance in our eyes. Baby week aims 
to show the community what it owes 
to all its Infant citizens in the way 
of -suitable living conditions, and to 
show all the mothers of the country 
that there is a science of baby care. 


The modern movement for saving 


babies' lives Is of recent origin in all 
countries. France took the lead fifty 
years ago in organizing community 
work for infant welfare with, first, 
a society for instructing mothers and 
encouraging maternal nursing, and, 
ten years after, another society pro- 
viding special care rjr the expectant 
mother. 
The infant welfare station 


is a later development for which 


France again deserves the credit. 


Dr. Emmet Holt has spoken of the 


infant welfare station established by 
Bndln in Paris in 1892 and the milk 
depot established two years later by 
Dufour as "really marking the begin- 
ning of the modern movement for the 
reduction of infant mortality. 
They 


have .spread all over the civilized 
world and have proved to be, when 
properly conducted, one of the most 
effective agencies, if not the most ef- 
fective agency, known for the reduc- 
tion of infant mortality." 


Infant mortality as a problem of 


national importance was discussed 


in this country as early as 1871 at 
elation in Philadelphia, but the awak- 
ening of the pubblic to the urgency 
of the problem and the organizing of 
a national association to reduce the 
death rate among cables dates only 
within the last ten yyears. 
When 


a meeting of the Social Science asso- 
the Federal Children's bureau was 
created in 1912 infant mortality head- 
ed the list of the problems It was di- 
rected to investigate and report upon. 


Systematic 
all-year-round Infant 


welfare work in New York City is 
only fourteen yyears old but these 
years have been marked by a steady- 
reduction of the babies' death rate in 
that- city. 
Similar results may be 


looked for from similar work in any 
community, for it is generally agreed 
that at least half of all infant 
are preventable.

After being sought from one end of 


the country to the other, Jim Butler, 
a resident of Daytona, Is now In Jail 
la Miami on the charge of murdering 
A. A. Boggs, a prominent lawyer of 
that city, and Miss Marjorle Boggs, In 
November, 1914, and Chas. Mayberry, 
also of Daytona who Is charged with 
being an accomplice ot Butler fa the 
crime, occupies another cell In the 
Miami Jail. 


Sheriff Hardie paaed through Day- 


tona Saturday night at 5:10 o'clock 
with Butler In his custody. He wired 
•head to Deputy Sheriff T. O. Milton 
to arrest Mayberry and meet the train 
with him. 
Mr. Milton followed in- 


structions, and took Mayberry Into 
custody. When the train stopped at 
Daytona, Mayberry was tuned over 
to Sheriff Hardie, and the trio pro- 
ceeded to Miami, both prisoners being 
heavily Ironed. 


The crime tor which the two men 


were arrested was one of the most 
heinous in the history of Dade county, 
and was prompted by the motive of 
robbery. According to the confession 
of Mayberry, the two went to the 
country home of Mr. Boggs for the 
purpose of robbing It Butler entered, 
while Mayberry remained on guard 
outside. 
Mr. Boggs, who was home 


alone, heard Butler while he was in 
the act of robbing the house, and the 
lawyer was struck down and murdered 
In cold blood. As Butler was making 
bis escape Miss Marjorie Boggs, the 
cnly daughter, came into the house 
on her return from a dance, and she 
too, was murdered. Butler then set 
the place on fire to cover up the crime, 
so Ma/berry says. 


Butler was captured in Virginia. 
Mayberry made a confession to 


Sheriff Smith at DeLand, while in Jail 
on a forgery charge, and since that 
time the country has been searched 
for Butler. 
He was located several 


times but each time made his escape. 
Butler's wife Is now in Miami, but 
made her home in Daytona until a 
short time ago. Since her husband 
has been the object of tbe country- 
wide search, Mrs. Butler has given 
birth to a son.
